This is the aldest Vested Choir north of Market 
Street, and will be twenty-six years old at Easter 
Mr. Longshore's last anniversary in September as 
Choir-master and Organist was the thirty-second. 
All the choristers gave their services voluntarily. 


THE PARISH 
Our Parish was admitted into union with the 
Diocesan Convention in 1869, so as a parish it will 
be fifty-one years old in May. 


THE RECTOR 

He graduated at the Divinity School in West 
Philadelphia in June, 1870, was ordained Deacon in 
St. Mary's Church, Burlington, N. J., by. Bishop 
Odenheimer, July 28th, 1870, became rector of St. 
John's Church, Camden, N. J., the following Sun- 
day. The church was destroyed by fire on Christ- 
mas Day 1870, and when the present stone church 
edifice was ready for occupancy the rector was ad- 
vanced to the priesthood by the same Bishop, De- 
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cember 3, 1871. He then resigned and officiated for 
three months in St. Clement’s church, Wilkes-Barre, 
Pa. On February 12th, 1872, he and Mrs. Good- 
fellow were married, and on the first Sunday in 
March. two weeks later, he began his work in Ken- 
sington as rector of the Church of the Good Shep- 
herd. About 23 persons constituted the membership, 
and all the money they had for the erection of a 
church edifice was $300. In three months the hall 
was vacated, the lot was purchased for $7,000 at 6 
per cent., and a frame chapel was erected at a cost 
of about $4,000. 

Thirty years ago it was removed to the rear of 
the lot at a cóst of $1000, and the stone church build- 
ing took its place. Two years following, the latter 
was consecrated by Bishop Whitaker when 40 
clergymen were present. About seven years ago the 
frame chapel, which had many precious associations, 
and had accomplished much good, was demolished 
to make room for our present commodious seven- 
teen room parish house which was opened without 
any debt. A little while before it was erected, the 
late Isaac Schlichter, who had been a generous ves- 
tryman for thirty years, purchased the property 
next to the church for $5,000, tore down the front 
building, remodeled the. three-story building in the 
rear where Mr. Longshore resides, and presented it 
to the church. Last summer his widow renovated 
and beautified the church, and repainted it and the 
exterior of the parish house at an expenditure of 
more than $3,000 for which the-parishioners were 
very grateful. ; ; 

Twenty-three years ago the rectory at 2353 
East Cumberland Street was purchased for $5,000. 
It has since been improved with a bay-window ‘for 
$275 and hot-water. plant for $500.

be financially prosperous and with no debt.

THE RECTORSS OFFICIAL ACTS 

For 1919 were: baptisms 27; confirmees 21; 
mariages 20; and 33 burials. 

During his entire incumbency there were 2512 
baptisms; 1275 confirmees; 895 marriages; 1909 
busrials. 

During the war The Local Draft Board with 
Mr. F. H. Longshore as Secretary occupied our 
parish house and sent into the nation’s service over 
800 soldiers and Marines. Our Red Cross Auxil- 
iary with Mrs. Bennington as the President did a 
vast amount of work for the soldiers. Our Honor 
Roll numbers 95 men with 8 golden stars for the 
brave boys who “went West." May they rest in 
peace! 

Preaching is a means to an end. What end? 
To the use of the Sacraments in the Church. The 
Pentecostal sermon, the talk with the jailer and with 
the Eunuch all led to baptism. And the Lord add- 
ed to the Church daily. This was the result of 
Apostolic preaching. 

THE PARISH PRIEST 

The cure of the parish priest is no sinecure. His 
labor is incessant and insistent. Sunday is his holi- 
day as well as holy-day. And added to constant 
mental and physical labor is the demand upon his 
sympathies. He is expected to share all the troubles 
and sorrows of his people—to be the adviser, in- 
spirer, consoler. Possibly one of the hardest trials 
in the life of the parish priest is the loss by death or 
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removal of those who have become dear to him in 
the intimate and affectionate relations of pastor and 
people. Especially is this the case when such have 
been active sharers and assistants in his work and 
faithful attendants at service. For the pastor soon 
gets to know and look for those in their accustomed 
places, and to feel the inspiration of their silent 
presence. Not all of us know or appreciate how 
close to our Rector's heart we are held. 90852 


WHAT YOU CAN DO FOR THE CHURCH 

First: Be loyal. Never speak disparagingly of 
the rector, or suffer one in your presence so to speak 
of him. He has his faults, like others. He has his 
failings, like others. He has his limitations, like 
others. Speak of his good qualities, and do not 
magnify his bad ones. 

FOR THE NON-EPISCOPALIAN 
Henry Clay said 

“Years of observance and study have led me to 
the conclusion that the stability of our government 
depends upon the perpetuation of two institutions. 
One of these, and the more important of the two, 
is the Episcopal Church, and the other is the Su- 
reme Court of the United States.” i 

The man who “would rather be right than be 
President,” was not given to making extreme or ex- 
aggerated statements. Even the hasty reading of 
an Encyclopedia article about this Historic Church 
with its 1,900 years of unbroken lineage, will make 
you realize the justification of Clay’s remark. 

If you are a part of the large percentage of the 
people of Kensington, not members of any Church, 
why not get acquainted with the Episcopal Church 
by attending service next Sunday? At a time when 
chaos rules over half the world, Christianity is a 
good thing to put your trust in. 


The Episcopal Church 


“The Church of England stands the one Church 
which has never separated from any Church or 
person." 

The Church in this country is the old Church 
in a New Land.. And the honor claimed for that 
Church in England belongs as much to the Church 
in this land. "It is the one Church which has never 
separated from any other." 

It did not separate from the. Presbyterian, or 
from the Methodists, or from the Baptists, or from 
the Quakers, It stood firm and steadfast on the 
foundation and principles it had held from the days 
of the first Apostles; and every one of those other 
bodies went out from it, and separated themselves 
from it. They were not thrust out, they went. It 
was their voluntary act. 

And it is equally true that the Church of Eng- 
land never separated from the Church of Rome. 
The Church of Rome withdrew from the Church of 
England and separated itself from it. Up to the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth and for some years dur- 
ing her reign, there was but one Church in Eng- 
land; and although they differed somewhat in their 
teaching, those who held fast to Roman doctrine and 
those who accepted the reformed views, all attend- 
ed the same Church and worshipped together. And 
Lord Chief Justice Cook asserts that then the Pope 
offered to the Queen that he would consent to and 
permit the English Prayer Book if she would only 
acknowledge his supremacy. ‘This she declined to 
do. And the Pope thereupon issued his command 
that his adherents. in England should withdraw 
from communion with the Church of England and 


form a separate organization. 
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It is well that these historical facts should be 
known. It has been common to charge the Church 
of Engand and its daughter in this country with 
being uncharitable and excluding others. 

But it never excluded any of them, they went 
out voluntarily. She stands where she has always 
stood. Her doors stand open, and her welcome is 
warm and ready for any one who wishes to enter. 


An Appeal to Parishioners 
Stand by your Parish and its Rector and people. 
On the first day of the week be in your place with 
an offering of worship, service and money as God 
has prospered you. 

Come into the Guilds for men, women, boys and 
girls, and get acquainted with somebody. Make a 
Home of your Church and call its people your broth- 
ers and sisters. Let them feel when sick, poor, in 
the blues—they are your neighbors indeed.

The Rector 


He graduated at the Divinity School in West 
Philadelphia in June, 1870, was ordained Deacon in 
St. Mary's Church, Burlington, N. J., by Bishop 
Odenheimer, July 28th, 1870, became rector of St. 
John's Church, Camden, N. J., the following Sun- 
day. The church was destroyed by fire on Christ- 
mas Day, 1870, and when the present stone church 
edifice was ready for occupancy the rector was ad- 
vanced to the priesthood by the same Bishop, De- 
cember 3, 1871. He then resigned and officiated for 
three months in St. Clement's Church, Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa. On February 12th, 1872, he and Mrs. 
Goodfellow were married in St. Stephen's Church, 
Beverly, N. J., by the Rev. E. A. Foggo, D. D. ree* 


tor of Christ Church, Philadelphia, in which he was 


confirmed. Two weeks after his marriage on the 
first Sunday in March, 1872, he began his work in 
Kensington as rector of the Church of the Good 
Shepherd. About 23 persons constituted the mem- 
bership, and all the money they had for the erection 
of a church edifice was $300. In three months the 
hall was vacated, a lot was purchased for $7,000 at 6 
per cent. and a frame chapel was erected at a cost 
of about $4,000. 

Thirty-two years ago it was removed to the 
rear of the lot at a cost of $1000, and the stone 
church building took its place. Twa years follow- 
ing, the latter was consecrated by Bishop Whitaker 
when 40 clergymen were present. About nine years 
ago the frame chapel, which had many precious as- 
sociations, and had accomplished much good, was 
demolished to make room for our present commo- 
dious seventeen room parish house which was open- 
ed without any debt. A little while before it was 
erected, the late Isaac Schlichter, who had been a 
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generous vestryman for thirty years, purchased the 


property next to the church for $5,000 
the front building, remodeled the e S bull. 
ing in the rear where Mr. Longshore resides, and

n the summer of 1919 his wido c 

and beautified the church, and i RH 
exterior of the parish house at an expenditure of 
more than $3,000 for which the parishioners were 
very grateful.

THE PARISH PRIEST 

The cure of the parish priest is- no sinecure. 
His labor is incessant ond insistent. Sunday is his 
holiday as well as holy-day. And added to constant 
mental and physical labor is the demand upon his 
sympathies. He is expected to share all the troub- 
les and sorrows of his people—to be the adviser, 
inspirer, consoler. Possibly one of the hardest 
trials in the life of the parish priest is the loss by 
death or removal of those Who have become dear to 
him in the intimate and affectionate relations of 
pastor and people. Especially is this the case when 
such have been active sharers and assistants in his 
work and faithful attendants at service. For the 
pastor soon gets to know and look for those in their 
accustomed places, and to feel the inspiration of 
their silent presence. Not all of us know or appre- 
ciate how close to our Rector’s heart we are held. 

“I am no apologist for my brethren of the Sa- 
cred Priesthood. I praise the Bishop and Shepherd 
of our souls that He permits unworthy me to be 
numbered in their ranks. I rejoice that, whatever 
earthly rewards we miss, whatever part or inher- 
itance be denied us among our fellow-Israelites of 
the laity, we -have Jehovah for our Inheritance, as 
the Lord our God hath promised us.

He has been their 
spiritual leader throughout the years of conscious 
life. He has shared their joys and sorrows, by pre- 
cept and example has taught and shown them the 
good way, and through all their chequered years, 
from the solemn hour when as a good shepherd he 
took in his arms the little one and signed it with 
the sign of the cross, until with trembling voice, but 
firm, unshaken faith he spoke the words of eternal 
hope beside the open grave of the dear one lost for 
a little while, he has been their spiritual guide, coun- 
sellor, and friend. Of such an one the wisest of men 
could well say that the hoary: head is a crown of 
glory when found in the way of righteousness; And 
happy indeed should the parishioners. be who 
have as their rector a man whose pure and saintly 
character speaks to them more ‘powerfully -than 
could the tones of rarest eloquence—of the cer-

T T did not separate from the Presbyterian, or 
from the Methodists, or from the Baptists, or from the 
Quakers, It stood firm and steadfast on the foundation 
and principles it had held from the days of the first 
Apostles; and every one of those other bodies went 
out from it, and separated themselves from it. They 
were not thrust out, they went. It was their voluntary 
T And it is equally true that the Church of England 
never separated from the Church of Rome. 'The Church 
of Rome withdrew from the Church of England and 
separated itself from it. Up to the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth and for some years during her reign, there 
was but one Church in England; and although they 
differed somewhat in their teaching, those who held 
fast to Roman doctrine and those who accepted the re- 
formed views, all attended the same Church and wor- 
shipped together. And Lord Chief Justice Cook asserts 
that then the Pope offered to the Queen that he would 
consent to and permit the English Prayer Book if she 
would only acknowledge his supremacy. This she de- 
clined to do. And the Pope thereupon Issued his com- 
‘mand that his adherents in England should withdraw 
from communion with the Church of England and 

rate organizaton. 

t * that these historical facts should be 
known. It has been common to charge the Church 
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of England and its daughter in this country with be- 
ing uncharitable and excluding others, 


But it never excluded any of them, they went out 
voluntarily. She stands where she has always stood. 
Her doors stand open, and her welcome is warm and 
ready for any one who wishes to enter. 

The Episcopal Church maintains the threefold 
Ministry of Bishops, Priests, and. Deacons, transmitted 
in due succession from the Apostles; she has kept the 
Faith of the Apostles unchanged, protesting against 
every departure from the “Faith once for all deliver- 
ed;” she has retained the form of Worship handed 
down to us from the Apostolic days; and dispenses 
the Sacraments according to the terms laid down by 
Her Divine Head.

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7. That each one of us shall be a contributor to 
our parish's expenses and to the Church's work out- 
side our parish. 

8. That we shall try to deepen the spiritual life in 
our homes,

It is the duty 
of every parent to see that their children are in bed 
early Saturday evening so that they may be fresh 
and teachable on Sunday. 


THE EUCHARIST 


It must not be forgotten that the Holy Eu- 
charist was the only worship, which in the earlier 
days the Church offered to Almighty God in her 
corporate capacity; to stay away from the Euchar- 
ist was to forsake the assembling of themselves to- 
gether, which St. Paul condemns. In our days peo- 
ple who attend Matins and Evensong regularly may 
pass for good Christians, though they never attend 
celebration or receive Holy Communion; but it was 
not so in ancient times. 


St. Justin Martyr, writing about the year 138, 
says that on Sundays all the Christians, whether 
they dwelt in the cities or in the country districts, 

came together for the Eucharistic service Ch.
